Conncrsville  improved  its  record  of  1958  but  still  could  not  break  even  in  the 
won-lost  column.  Their  record  was  4-5  and  two  of  the  losses  were  decided  b}'  single 
touchdowns. 

When  a  football  team  is  winning  it  is  much  easier  for  the  team  to  be  up  for 
every  game.  However,  this  year  the  Big  Red  got  off  to  a  bad  start  and  still  wound 
up  with  a  respectable  record. 

This  year's  squad  was  composed  of  ten  seniors,  all  of  whom  saw  plenty  of 
action.

Craig.  Many  underclassmen  saw  heavy  action  and  will  return  to  give  the  Big  Red 
a  large  group  of  returning  lettermen. 

Some  of  the  highlights  of  the  1959  season  were  the  wins  over  Rush\'ille,  Sey- 
mour and  Martinsville.  The  Spartans  were  also  the  only  team  to  score  more  tlian 
one  touchdown  against  Columbus.  If  a  strong  defensive  unit  can  be  found  by 
Coach  Jake  Inman,  the  Spartans  of  '60  could  prove  to  be  really  rugged.
